Last  Sunday  night  the 
Salvation  Army  Temple 
was  crowded  to  the  doors 
when  the  long  expected 
controversy  between  C.

Martin  Luther  R-s-,  D.D., 
took  place  before  an  in¬ 
tensely  interested  audi¬ 
ence,  which  fortunately 
had  been  thoroughly 
searched  previous  to  being 
admitted  to  the  hall.  The 
dispute  arose  over  some 
passages  in  Professor  R-s’s 
recent  book,  entitled, 
“  Comparative  Theology 
or  a  Plea  for  Polytheism.” 
Mr.  C  -  rr  -  lly  objected 
seriously  to  the  assigning 
of  Browulf  and  Budda  to 
the  60th  century  B.C., 
for  he  had  himself  pre¬ 
viously  gone  to  the  trouble 
of  ascertaining  the  exact 
date  of  the  creation,  which 
event  had,  it  seems,  taken 
place  in  April  of  the  year 
4175.  On  this  point 
Doctor  R-s-’s  assertions 
were  obviously  out  of 


order,  as  everyone  but 
himself  realized.  Among 
the  audience  the  excite¬ 
ment  from  the  very  begin¬ 
ning  was  intense.  In  the 
first  three  hours  no  less 
than  two  and  a  half  win¬ 
dows  had  been  broken  by 
carelessly  aimed  prayer 
books  ;  and  before  the 
end  of  the  meeting  even 
the  two  principals  seemed 
mutually  vexed.  Open 
friction  was,  nevertheless, 
prevented  by  the  Rev.  S. 
H.  Bl-k-,  who  artfully 
turned  the  discussion  to 
the  more  interesting  sub¬ 
ject  of  Fish  Stories  as 
illustrated  in  the  Old 
Testament.  After  a  few 
remarks  on  the  parental 
whale  who  brought  up 
Jonah,  he  led  the  singing 
of  that  spirited  anthem, 
entitled  “  Dearie,”  during 
which  the  audience  rapid¬ 
ly  dispersed.
